Toa worthy Member of the Houſe of 
COMMONS. 


Haye now a double adyantage 

upon you, through the good- 
neſſe of God, who till ap- 
peares with us. And as forus, 
we have ſeen great things in 
this laſt mercy : It is not infe- 
rior to any we have had, as followeth : 

Wee wete advanced to Long-Swton, neere a 
very ſtrong Place of the Fnemies, called Lam- 
»ore, farre trom our owne Garrifons , without 
: A much 


much Ammunition, in a place extreamly wan- 
ting in proviſions, the malignant Club-men 
iaterpoſing, who are ready to take all adyan- 
rages againſt our parties, and would undoubred- 
ly take them againſt our Armie, if they had ap- 
Dortunity, Gormg ſtood uponthe advantage of 
ftrong paſſes, ſtaying untill the reſt of his re- 
treats came up to his Army, With a reſolution 
not to engage, untill Greezv/ and Prince 
CHARLES his menwerecome up to him. 
We could not well have neceſlicated him to an 
Engagement, nor have ſtayed one day longer 
without retreating to our Ammunition, and to 
conveniency of viduall. 

In the morning word was brought us, That 
the enemy drew out He did (ſo, with a reſolu- 
tion to ſend moſt of his Cannon and Baggage, 
to Bridgewater , which he effefted : Bur with a 
reſolution! not to fight ; but truſting to his 
ground, thinking hecould march away at plea- 
[ure. | 

The paſſe was ſtrait between him and us, he 
brought rwo Cannons to ſecure his, and Jaid 
his Muskettiers ſtrongly inthe hedges: wee beat 
oft his Cannon, fell down upon his Musket- 
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tiers , beat them off from their ſtrength / and 
where our horſe could ſcarcely paſſe twoabreaſt, 


| I commanded Major *Berhey to charge them 


with two Troops of about an hundred and 
tyenty Horſe, which he 'performed with the 
or2aceſt gallantry imaginable, bear back two bo- 
dies of theenemies Horſe, being Gorings owne 
Brigade, brake them at Swords point. The e- 
nemy charged him with neer four hundred freſh 
Horſe, He ſet them all going, untill oppreſſed 
wich multitudes, he brake through them with 
the loſſenotot abovethree or foure men, Major 
Desborowgh ſeconded him with ſome other of 
thoſe Troops, which were about three, *Berher 
faced abour,& they both ranted at {words point, 
: gjeat body of the enemies Horle; which gave 
luch anunexpedted terror to the enemies Army, 
that fer them all a running- Our Foot in the 
meantime coming on bravely, and beating the 
enemy from their {trength, we preſently had the 
chaſe to Lamport and Br-:;dgewater. We took and 
killed about 2 000, brake ail his Foot : Ve have 
taken very many Horſe, and confiderable prifo- 
ners; whatare (lain we know not, we have the 
Lieutenant Generall of the Ordnance, Col: Pre-

knovy of : beſides very many other Officers of 
quality. All Major Generall eHaſries party was 
with him 7 or$ miles from us,and about 1200 of 
onr Foot,and 3 Regiments of our Horſe : fo that 

we had but7 Regiments with us, _ _” 
Thus you ſee what the Lord hath wrought for 
118: Canany creature aſcribe anything 9 ir ſelfe ? 
Now can we give ail the glory to God, and de- 
fire all may doe ſo : for it is all due unto him, 
7 hus you have Long-Sutton mercy added to 
AXaeshy mercy : And to ſee this, is it not to ſee 
the face of God ? You have heard of XN aesby, it 
was a happy vitory : As 1n this, fo in that, God | 

was pleaſed to uſe his ſervants ; and if men will 
be malicious, and ſwell with envy, we know 
who hath ſaid, Ifthey will nor ſee, yet they ſhall 
ſee and beaſhamed for their envy at his people, I 
can ſay this of Nae-by, that when I ſav the enes 
y drew up, and march, in gallant order towards 
us,and we acompany of poore ignorant men to 
feek how te order our battell : The Generall ha- 
ving commanded meeto orderall the Horſe, I 
could not {ridingalone about my buiinefle but 
imile outta God in prailes, in aſſurance of vi- 
ctory, 


aory,becauſe God would by things that are nor, 
bring to nought things thar are, of which 1 had 
great aſſurance, and God did it. Oh that men 
would thereiore praiſe the Lord, and declare the 
wonJers that he doth for the children of men. 

I cannot write more particulars n2w;,l am go- 
ing to the Rendevouzofall our Horle, 3 miles 
from Bridgewater, we march that way. Itis a fca- 
ſonable mercy; I can better tell you then write, 
that God will goe on, We have taken two Guns, 
three Carriages of Amrmunition in the Chale. 
The enemy quitted Lamport : when they ran out 
at one end of thetown,we centred the other : they 
hered that ar vvhich we ſhould chaſe, which hin- 
cered our purſuir, but wee over-rook many of 
them- I beleeve wee gotneere fifteen hundred 
horſe. Sir, [beg your Prayers : Belceve and you 


ſhall be eſtabliſhed, I reſt, 
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
